El Dorado County had 55,669 plum 
or prune trees in 1935 and was 46th 


‘from the top among the counties of 
|the nation and produced 33,415 bush- 


els in 1934 to rank 48th among 
counties in production.

This is according to figures revealed 
by the Bureau of Census of the De- 
partment of Commerce on Saturday, 
as a part of the compilation on the 
“Census of Agriculture for 1935.” 


The report says in part “about four- 
fifths of the plum trees in the Unit- 
ed States are in California, Washing - 
ton, Oregon and southwestern Idaho.” 

Sixty-four of the 100 leading coun- 
ties are in this region and contributed 
90-5 per cent of the nation’s crop of 
plums and prunes in 1934. 


The national figures are as follows: | 


In 1930 there were 33,913,820 trees of 
all ages and in 1935 this figure was re- 
duced to 30,376,324. 
age totalled 29,299,411 in 1930 and 
numbered 27,278,544 in 1935. The na- 
tion’s crop in 1929 was 20,038,147 bush- 
els in 1929 and was 23,296,579 bushels 
in 1934.

El Dorado county this same year was 
48th in production with 33,415 bush- 
els, which was a gain from 55th in 
production in 1929 when the crop was 
23,099 bushels. 

As a basis of comparison, the coun- 
|ty which is 100th in production for 
1934 is Indiana County, Pennsylvania 
'In that county there were in 1935 a to- 
tal of 30,224 plum trees of which 25,624 
were bearing, yielding a 1934 crop of 
5,425 bushels. 

E] Dorado County leads Stanislaus, 
San Bernardino, Merced, Madera, Am- 
ador, Los Angeles, Marin. and San 
Mateo Counties in this state in pro- 
duction of this fruit.
